More likely it conflicted with other stuff or was fashioned to 
seem this way by the FBI. I cannot Identify the Morrissey memo so I do not know if 
I have it.

CD75: 331-3. I had this. True, he went there all by himself, unbidden, to 
be a fink, then said he was doing it to try and help LED, then the govt, fro..: stories. 



CD75:&62: I have long been interested in this bag, even before ftapkin 
spotted that interest. x his reort is but one of the indications 1 have that there 
never was any such bag until tne police felt they needed it. I will be going into 
this in Agt Os., but if you have any special interests, 1 have a file on the Bag and 
can locate probably most if not all that way. 

CD75: 491 - Is this the O'Sullivan 11/63 report the FBI withheld? Can you 
offer any legit reason? I can-ot guess who Robert is, but if that was Ruby in the 
1 uarter, so what? If he was not there for personal reasons, he could legitimately 
be there for business reasons (like Jada).If this is toe classified one, then the 
lid is on O'S, not the reports. 

CD75:S93-4. This is new to me. Thought I had everything on Alice, he is in 
the V/BSU film, chunky, dark shirt .Note: "either four or five men ssllking toward front 
isiEX entrance" ITM. This is more than other accounts, but consistent with the one I 
got fro:: the Fiat mechanic at Foreign Imports, IB. Vela's company. I think his name 
is Gomez. x gave you memo on this. Except for the goatee, the extra men is consistent 
with Core's description, including short (Steele was wearing cutdowns, I know, and 
I've seen no other snorts in film.) This cannot be right in saying Core was with 
Alice at beginning, because Gore was called back from lunch. You have memo on this 
also. Core immediately called deBrueys, as I recall. 6 0 te that the second reference 
does not reduce the number of men. Question: is the error normal or of design? And 
is Alice cefrtain of the number with LUO? I believe Core thinks he recalls at least 
one Latin.
